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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-17 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The feature 
of independent claim 1 directed towards allowable subject matter is a reset 
pulse generator circuit for selecting one of the plurality of said second timing 
control signals according to said predetermined data and generating a reset 
pulse having a front edge determined according to said selected second timing 
control signal and a rear edge determined by said first timing control signal and a 
switch circuit responsive to said reset pulse for connecting said terminal pins to a 
predetermined bias line to reset said organic EL element of said organic EL 
panel connected to said terminal pins. The feature of independent claim 10 
directed towards allowable subject matter is a reset pulse generator circuit for 
selecting one of the plurality of said second timing control signals according to 
said predetermined data and generating a reset pulse having a front edge 
determined according to said selected second timing control signal and a rear 
edge determined by said first timing control signal, in combination with a switch 
circuit responsive to said reset pulse for connecting said terminal pins to a 
predetermined bias line to reset said organic EL element of said organic EL 
panel connected to said terminal pins. The feature of independent claim 15 
directed towards allowable subject matter is a reset pulse generator circuit for 
selecting one of the plurality of said timing signals according to said 
predetermined data and generating a reset pulse having a front edge determined 
according to said selected timing signal and a rear edge determined by said 
timing control signal, in combination with a switch circuit responsive to said reset 
pulse for connecting said terminal pins to a predetermined bias line to reset said 
organic EL element of said organic EL panel connected to said terminal pins. 
The feature of independent claim 17 directed towards allowable subject matter 
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is a reset pulse generator circuit for selecting one of the plurality of said timing 
signals according to said predetermined data and generating a reset pulse 
having a front edge determined according to said selected timing signal and a 
rear edge determined by said timing control signal, in combination with a switch 
circuit responsive to said reset pulse for connecting said terminal pins to a 
predetermined bias line to reset said organic EL element of said organic EL 
panel connected to said terminal pins. Ishizuka generally teaches of a light 
emitting display device having an emission control circuit for controlling the reset 
voltage applied to the drive lines however Ishizuka fails to teach of said reset 
pulse generator circuit having a specific front and rear edge determined 
according to other signals. Nor does Ishizuka teach of said connection to 
terminal pins as controlled by the reset responsive switch. Therefore the above 
said features in combination with the other limitations of independent claims 1 , 
10, 15 and 17 are found to be allowable over the prior art of record, and therefore 
claims 1-17 are allowable.
